With respect to claims 1 and 24, in addition to other elements in the respective 
claim, the prior art does not teach, and a multiplexer having a global counter including 
chaining of elementary counters, and each elementary counter having counting capacity 
configured to be adjusted on command for addressing of the stages of switches of lower 
level closest to the input of multiplexer and control circuit for shunting its elementary 
counters addressing the stages of intermediate switches and a handler running a 
sequence of commands for reconfiguring the counter in accomplishment of its counting 
cycle.
